And What Have You

Last week America was shocked by 
a brutal, senseless attack on one of 
our prominent citizens. Governor 
George Wallace was shot five times 
as he mingled with a crowd as he was 
cam paigning for the dem ocratic 
nomination for president of this 
country. This was the fourth time, in 
less than nine years, that one of our 
country’s leading political figures has 
been gunned down in public. 
Governor Wallace will apparently 
come out of this ordeal in much better 
shape then it was first 
thought 
possible. He likely will be paralyzed 
from the waist down but it could have 
been so much worse. 
All too often now we have seen a 
bullet short-circuit the American 
political process during the past few 
years as we have had a president 
shot, a leader in the fight for racial 
equality gunned down and a Senator 
who was campaigning for president 
killed by a bullet. And now Wallace 
has been shot. 
Just what affect this latest shooting 
will have on the selection of our next 
president or the destiny of this 
country we have no way of knowing, 
but it will have its effect — this we are 
sure of. 
T exas’ Senator Lloyd Bentsen 
makes a valid point in connection 
with these shootings in his newsletter 
this week when he says, “Yet, as 
stunning as these acts of violence are, 
they are only the tip of the iceberg. 
The murders of President John F. 
Kennedy, and Martin Luther King, 
and Senator Robert Kennedy ; and the 
assault on the life of Governor George 
Wallace, only serve to spotlight the 
problem. Thousands upon thousands 
of average American citizens are 
assaulted or murdered in similar 
fashion every month of the year.” 
After each of these incidents we 
have heard a great cry for tougher 
and tighter gun control laws. But it is 
doubtful if this is the answer. It 
probably would be wise to cut off the 
supply of mail order guns but it is not 
likely that any of the above shootings 
would have been prevented by tighter 
gun control laws. 
But Senator Bentsen has introduced 
two proposed laws that we feel would 
be important steps toward attacking 
this very serious and very com­ 
plicated problem. 
The first of these two measures 
would set up a tough mandatory 
sentence for anyone convicted of a 
crime involving firearms. The first 
conviction under this act carries a 
mandatory 10-year prison sentence. 
Subsequent offenses carry 
prison 
terms of not less than 25-years. 
Probation is not allowed. 
The law would apply to anyone who 
uses any kind of firearm in com­ 
m itting robbery, assault, rape, 
burglary, kidnapping, or homicide — 
other than involuntary manslaughter. 
This bill would reach the very heart 
of the problem where gun control 
laws create more problems than they 
solve. 
His second bill makes changes in 
the exclusionary rule. 
This rule 
suppresses any evidence, preventing 
its admission in court, if law en­ 
forcement personnel commit even 
minor erro rs in gathering the 
evidence. Under Sen. Bentsen’s bill 
the courts would be given an op­ 
portunity to weigh the seriousness of 
the criminal offense against the 
seriousness of the error. 
We have all seen too many times 
where some minor technicality has 
been used to thwart justice. 
But even these measures would 
only solve part of the problem. What 
we need more than anything else is 
swifter justice. We have not resolved 
the Sirhan Sirhan shooting of Senator 
Kennedy and if things run about 
normal it will probably be four or five 
years before fate of the man charged 
with shooting Gov. W allace is 
determined.
